Charles Dickens, 
the

ers’ House in the course of

American tour in 1842, described 
is as “an excellent house, 
built 
like an English hospital, with long 
passages and bare walls and sky­ 
lights above the room doors for 
free circulation of air.” 
“There 
were a 
great 
many 
boarders," 
Dickens wrote in his 
American 
Notes, “and as many lights spark- ( 
led and glistened from the w in­ 
dows into the street below, when 
we drove up, as if it had been il­ 
luminated on some occasion of re­ 
joicing.

prietor of The Greatest Show on Earth. 
He didn’t start that really big circus until 
he was sixty, but he wa> world-famous years before that, thanks to his M useum, the 
Moral D r a m a , Jenny Lind, and “ B am u m ’s Great Asiatic Caravan, Museum and M enagerie, in­ 
cluding Tom Thum b.” 
Of all these activities Barnum ’s American M useum was the center. 
Barnum had been sharp and not too scrupulous during his earlv years selling m erchan­ 
dise and lottery tickets in Connecticut. 
He had spent sixty days in jail defending the liberty 
of the p r e s s for calling a deacon a usurer in his weekly. T he Herald of Freedom. 
Released, 
he had seen to it that he should he escorted trium phantly to his home by a brass hand, forty 
horsemen, sixty carriages of citizens and plenty of American flags. 


He canif* to New York at twenty- 
four. flat broke bemuse he had ex­ 
tended <*r**«lit 
to the wronir 4'an- 
nerticut Yankees. 
He arrived in the metropolis just 
a hundred year« ago, when its ex­ 
travagant 
and 
sinful 
population 
numbered only two hundred thou­ 
sand. 
W hile his wife ran a Itonril­ 
ing bouse he hunted inonatroaities. 
He finally found Joiee 
Hoth. the 
161 year old negress who hud been 
the slave of George Washington'« 
father and had put the first diapers 
on the Father of His Country. 
Barnum paid a thousand dollars 
for .loice Heth and took in fifteen

W hen she died and surgeons show­ 
ed her up a« about eighty, he never 
said a word. 
Controversy was the 
breath of his advertising life and 
when anybody ealled him a fraud or 
a crook he never undertook to set­ 
tle the question.

real name— Barnum’s Grand 
Scientific and Musical Theatre. But 
he came hack out of luck again.

Ninety-four 
years 
ago 
this 
week, the Planters* 
Home, 
the 
first of the famous hotels in St. 
Louis opened its doors to the pub­ 
lic. 
In 1836. a number of prominent 
St. Lou)* citizens decided to erect 
s new hotel larger than any oth- 
t in the city. Ground was btok- 
n for the* new hotel in 1837—the 
year of the national panic. Despite 
the subsequent depression, which 
delayed the construction, the de­ 
termination 
and 
faith 
of 
the 
builders triumphed and the struc­ 
ture was completed in 1841. when 
eonomic conditions were at low­ 
est ebb. 
The lessees Stickney and Mc- 
Knighf in opening the 
Planters’ 
House on April 1. 1841, announced 
it is the “largest hotel west of 
the mountains and fitted up on a 
scale of corresponding character.” 
St Louis at this time had a popu­ 
lation of 16,469 
Charles Dickens, 
the 
English 
novelist, who visited the Plant* 
ers* House in the course of 
his 
American tour in 1H42, described 
is as “an excellent house, 
built 
like an English hospital, with long 
passages and bare walls and sky­ 
lights above the room doors for 
free circulation of air.’’ 
“There 
were a 
great 
many 
boarders.” 
Dickens wrote in his 
American 
Notes, “and as many lights spark­ 
led and glistened from the w in­ 
dows into the street below, when 
we drove up, as if it had been »1- 
luminatcd on some occasion of re­ 
joicing. It is an excellent house 
and the proprietors 
have 
some 
bountiful notions of providing the 
creature comforts. Dining with my 
wite in our room one day I could 
count fourteen dishes on the ta­ 
ble at once." The bountiful game 
food served at the Planters' House 
I gave it widespread repute. Good 
wines, including rare Maderia and 
brandy, were also plentiful.

The- Prince of 
Wales, George

most fire-proof hotel in America, 
so safe it carries no insurance.”

This was a fire­ 
proof structure, ten stories high, 
with 350 of its 400 bedrooms fac­ 
ing the street.

The total cost of

On January 1. 1922 the Planter's

The most famous egg dish in 
the world is the omelet of Madam 
Poularde in France. It is said that 
twenty-five omelet pans hung in 
the kitchen of the Hotel Poularde 
at Mont St. Michel,

“ M other" 
Poularde's 
omelets brought France and 
the 
tourist world. Not one of the pans 
had ever been washed with w at­ 
er, it was said. More im portance 
was attached by Madame

larde to her pans and the “turn
